‘Foreign Service Wife’ 


About 85 members and guests 
of the Fortnightly were privileged 
to hear Mrs. Bertus Warbeke, 
wife of a United States consul to 
Stuttgart, Germany, speak on the 
subject, “Foreign Service Wife.” 
Mrs. Warbeke was introduced by 
her mother, Mrs. Vernon P. 
Squires of East Northfield, who 
gave a brief account of her daugh- 
ter’s life. 

‘Mrs. Warbeke told a fascinat- 
ing story of her life in Germany. 
She said a consul’s wife must be 
first his partner, she must be a 
homemaker, a mother if she is 
fortunate, and a representative o 
her husband and her country eith- 
er consciously or unconsciously. 
She learns to listen to the prob- 
lems of others, letting them ex- 
press their thoughts and aspira- 
tions. 

The average span of foreign 
service is generally two years and 
because of this time element it is 
necessary to get to know many 
people as soon as possible and to 
make the right contacts and 
friends. Mrs. Warbeke had to 
learn the German language quick- 
ly. She had to do a great dea) of 
entertaining and knowing the lan- 
guage was exsentiak The home to 
which they were assigned was a 
lovely ranch style home which 
overlooked the hills and valleys 
much as one would find in New 
England. 

There was pathos in her story 


when she told of some of the bit- 
ter moments which the people in 
Germany recall] of events which 
took place during the “occupa- 
tion” after World War II. These 
unhappy times are slowly receding 
into the backgrounds of their 
memories.

Through a kitchen Window 


The Hoopoe, the ‘hoo-poo-poo” 
bird, paid a rare visit to Co. Wex- 
land, Ireland, so the Enniscorthy 
Guardian informed us. Irish hoops, 
not Hula hoops. 

We recently received a copy of | @& 
the Guardian, dated October 11,/| @ 
1958, from relatives who live in the 
southeast section of the Irish Free 
State. They ‘find their weekly 
newspaper fully as interesting and 
indispensable to them as our Am-/| 
herst Journal Record is to us. ¥ 

We skimmed through the twelve | i®% 
pages looking for bits of news, | (im 
names, check marks, etc., and 
came across some exceedingly in- 
teresting information about rare || 
bird visitors to that area. 


Bird migration was in full swing 
there, in southeast Eire, the first 
weeks in October. Certain areas 
along the coast had become cen- 
ters of interest for both expert 
and amateur bird-watchers. We 
looked up these places on the map 
and found the Saltee Islands in St. 
George’s Channel within hailing 
distance of Kilmore Quay and For- 
lorn Point, which were directly on 
the water at the coast. Killag was 
a few miles inland, and the city of 
Wexford about twelve miles north 
on the channel] side.* 

_ Six.-harriers,, large,. long-tailed 
hawks, sighted at Killag were dif- 
ficult to identify. The species men- 
tioned were not familiar to this re- 
gion, (New England), though one 
was called a Marsh Harrier. 

Two very tare feathered visitors 
were banded (“ringed” is the word 
they used) on the Saltee Islands— 
a golden oriole and an Indian 
shrike. A wheatear was seen in a 
garden in Wexford. And last, but 
not least, a rare visitor indeed— 
the Hoopoe, at Forlorn Point. 

I have never had the good for- 
tune to see any of these birds men- 
tioned, but the names were famil- 
ilar. Most of them I found in a 
pocket guide to the “English Birds 
of the Wayside and Woodland.” 
But I could turn directly to a pic- 
ture of the Hoopee in a red-bound 
volume of ‘The People’s Natural 
History :”’ volume 2, near the back 
of the book. The set of five vol- 
umes on my family’s bookshelves 
was one of my childhood treasures, 
and it is mine now. 

The Hoopoe in the picture was 
such a fantastic looking bird, it 
didn’t seem real It is truly a bird 
of singular beauty, larger than a 
robin, strikingly colored. The body

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Wild Geese in October 


How little it takes sometimes to set in motion a train 
of ideas that have ldin dormant for some time! For instance, 
in belatedly adjusting the November sheet in the Traveler’s 
Insurance calendar, I rioted the phases of the moon. ‘Across 
the full moon for Nov. 26, were pictured three wild geese 
flying in-V-shaped formation. So the three flocks of Canada 
geese, flying in three divisions towards the southwest and 
seen by many. Northfield people on Columbus Day, were six 
weeks earlier than may be expected of them. 


I.remember that Mrs. ‘Dorothy Miller mentioned this 
remarkable flight of the geesé on her éarly morning broad- 
cast the next day, Oct. 18. She mentioned that her husband, 
Carroll Miller, had seen the triple formation‘ flying very 
high over our Northfield mountains, headed southward, and
